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THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
FIRST WINTER MEETING OF THE HOUSE 
APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE. 


Only Seven Members Present—Republicans 
and Democrate to Exchange Piaces— 
Political Complexion of the Next Heuse— 
A New Republican Daily—Vice-President- 
Elect Morton— Death of Capt. Barritt. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPraTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., November 22.—The 
room of the House Commiittee on Appropria- 
tions was opened up yesterday for the first 
meeting of the winter session. The members 
were called together to consider estimates of 
next year’s appropriations for the District of 
Columbia. Only seven of the fifteen mem 
bers were present but by the end of the week 
itis hoped that the full committee will be 
here. The honored chairman, Samuel J. Ran- 
dall, was absent, the first time in many years 
that he has failed to answer the first roll 
call. Hischief aids, Gen. Forney of Alabama 
and Col. Burnes of Missouri were also absent. 
The leading Republican member, Honest 
Joe Cannon Of Illinois, being busy engineer - 
ing a sly hunt for the Speakership, is in no 
burry to present himself, so his rosy face 
Was not seen at the Capitol. Butterworth 
was there, however, and took up so much of 
the time telling stories that very littie busi- 
ness was transacted, and then only of a pre- 
limimary kind. Gov. Long of Maseachusette 
was conspicuous by his absence, but Ryan of 
Kansas, the would-be chairman of the com- 
mittee in the next House, was on band, 
busily changing election yarns with 
McComas, the sole Republican from 
Maryland, and Gen. Henderson, the 
big-lunged orator from Iowa. There 


will de chan made in this important 
committee when the Fifty-first Congress 
meets, and a new set of men will have control 
of the purse strings of the Government. In 
the first piace the committee will be turned 
upside down. The Democrats will go to the 
foot of the list and the Republicans to the 
head. The name of Samuel J. Kanda!! will 
come down and take a piace in the middie of 
the list as leader of the minority. The ques- 
tion as to whose name will appear as clair- 
man where that of Randall now stands isa 
matter of conjecture, and will only be settied 
after much bitter and lively skirmishing. 

The honor of the chairmanship 
of this committee is between Can- 
non of Illinois, Thomas G. Ryan of Kan 
sas, and Butterworth of Ohio. he first and 

© are candidates for the Speakership. and 
if both should enter a race and be beaten they 
would fight hard for the next best thing. 
Should one of them win it would be necessary 
to console the other with a chairmanship, and 
Ryan’s chances would thus be slim, althougn 
he deserves the honor by reason of years 
of bard work and faithful services. 
The Republicans will lose strong 
men this term. Gov. Long of Massachusetts 
and Gov. Rice of Minnesota will both be ab- 
sent from the next House, having voluntarily 
laid down the cares and honors of public life. 
Burrows of Michigan will probably step into 
Long’s shoes, he having beena member of 
the Committee inthe previous Congress, and 
one of the many other would-be Republican 
leaders will take the place vacated - | Mr. 
Rice. The only Democratic member of the 
committee who drops out of the House is the 
curly-headed opponent of the Mille bill, Mer- 
tin „ Foran of Ohio. His constitu- 
ents failed to nominate him for 
a third term, and he bas therefore 
resumed the practice of law in Cleveland. It 
is quite probable that in December next the 
celebrated objector and lynx-eyed watchdog 
of the Treasury, William S. Holman of Aurora, 
Ind., wul resume his place on the Appropria- 
tions Committee, from which he was politely 
forced when the chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands was given him. Judge 
Holman was the best known member of the 
Appropriations Committee for so many years 
that it is the general belief that he is a member 
still. He is not, however, having given up the 
the trust when the revolt against the eee 
one-man power, as embodied in 8. J. Randall, 
took place. Then the control of the appropri- 
ation bills was scattered about among the 
different committees, and Holman's useful- 
ness having been thus impaired, he left his 
old post and went to the head ofthe Public 
Lands Committee. Now that the tables are 
turned on him and his colleagues, he may go 
back to his first love and fight with Randail 
againstthe growing extravagance ofthe Re- 
publicans.

Shuey, stenographer, and Nelson Parker, mes- 
senger. The committee occupies parlor 66 at 
the Southern at a cost of $100 a day. The Sen- 
ators are paid their per diem, their personal 
expenses will be paid by the government as 
well as the salaries and personal expenses of 
thelr employes. The committee’s total ex- 
pense is not under $250 a day. 

The first witness this morning was 

L. LEONARD 

of Mt. Leonard, Saline County, Mo. He was 
sworn at 10:30 o’clock. Senator Vest ex- 
amined him. Mr. Leonard is the largest im- 
porter in Missouri of black cattle, Galloways 
and polled Angus. He was asked what was 
the condition of the cattle market at present. 
„Our business has been confined to our own 
State; I know nothing of the range interests, 
and Iwill say our business has been greatly 
depressed.’’ 

‘*Where do most of your cattle go?’’ 

We are cast of Kansas City about seventy- 
five miles, but we ship mostly to Chicago.’’ 

What, in your judgment, is the cause of 
the depression in the market?’’ 

There is no competition. We feel that 
when we go on a market to sell. 


The only competition is between the 
feeders and the buyers. When I go into 
market to buy I frequently buy finished cat- 
tle. Of course, the. competition between 
feeders and buvers is not sharp. 

What is your reason for thinking that the 
cattle market is depressed?“ 

When I used to patronize the St. Louis 
market and when I first patronized the Kansas 
City market the buyers used to hunt up the 
sellers ; now we have to hunt buyers. Formerly 
when you went over the Chicago & Alton 
Railway you would see from fifteen to 
seventy-five cows on every farm. Now you 
see none at all on many farms. Formerly 
there were slaughter-houses in every town 
and hamict. Now there are none in most of 
the places. There is one slaugnter- house in 
Marshall in Saline County maintained ex- 
clusively on a 1 we have against 
dressed beef. myself buy my beef from 
this butcher.’’ 

What remedy would you propose for this 
depressed condition of the market?’’

What would you think of local inspection 
on the hoot?’’ 

„That would make innumerable markets. 
It would revive local markets.’’ 

Senator Cullom wanted to know if there was 
a combination of bayers. The witness said he 
had heard of a combination known as the‘‘ Big 
Four. He knew personally of no such com- 
bination. He knew that Chicago dressed beef 
was sold in Denver. 

Senator eon wanted to know what 
of the cattle offered in the Kansas 

ity market was taken by the feeders. The 
witness could not tell. 

„There bas been a great decrease in the de- 
mand for fine stock on the ranges? 

**‘A great decrease. 

„Why?“ * 

„We have attributed it to the paralysis of 
the range interests. 

1s it not true that in former years a man 
— & range in the West bought Texas eat - 
tle and then bought in Missouri or Lilinois 
bulls to grade up his stock, and that latterly 
this demand has fallen off because the herds 
on the ranges have been graded up and the 
no longer buy Texas cattle?’’ 

‘**That is in a measure true, but this is also 

true that when a man has once graded up his 
stock he is more anxious than ever to keep up 
his . and so gets more bulls.“ 
What would be the effect if a law was 
passed that no meat should be sold for con- 
sumption unless it was inspected and approved 
on the hoof?’’ 

‘‘I think that such a law would prevent 
Texas men from sending to market cows that 
are lean as hounds. They would keep them 
until they were finished ot. 

‘*Suppose Massachusetts should passa. law 
that no meat should be consumed tn that State 
unless it was driven into the State and in- 
spected on the hoff, how would that affect the 
catttle growers?’ 

1 don’t think it would make our condition 
any worse. Weare as bad off pow as we ever 
expectto be. Nothing can burt us now. If 
you would go into Saline County you would 
say that if any agricultural people should be 
prosperous we shonid, but we are now just 
holding on, hoping fora lucky turn that will 
give us a profit. he prices are as low as they 
ever can be. 

Is not the price paid in the market affected 
by the supuly and demand?’’ 

Very little. There may be 20,000 cattle in 
Chicago to-day and 10,000 to-morrow, yet the 
price will be but slightly affected. The pack- 
ers have what they call chill-rooms, in which 
they keep greatg tities of meat, and they 
are not dependent upon the daily supply of 
stock in the marketito supply the demand.’’

The Southern Pacific Railway refused to 
furnish cars for transportation of the dressed 
beef to Los Angeles, having a contract with 
the Chic 13 — which compelled them to 
exciude the El Paso people. 

Richard Gray, General Freight Agént of 
the Pacific system of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway Co., with office at San 
San Francisco, was examined at his own re- 
quest. He wished to get on record a denial of 
the statement made by Mr. Hilliard and an- 
other witness with reference to the company’s 
refusal to furnish refrigerator cars 
at El Paso. This statement could not be 
true, as the company never had any refrigera- 
tor cars In its equipment. The company had 
never refused to furnish box carsto any one 
when it had them. 

Senator Cullom thought he had struck a 
mare’s nest when Mr. Gray admitted that the 
company had refused to accept cars from 
other companies and had compelied shippers 
to transfer their goods tfrom the 
original car to a Southern Pacific 
car. However, Mr. Gray vali- 
fied this, claiming that the Southern had only 
done this when the car offered was unfit to go 
over the steep ades and arouad sharp 
curves of the Southern.

The Butchers and BRangemen Settle the 
Points of Difference—The Programme. 


The Joint Conference Committee of the 
Butchers’ National Protective Association and 
the International Range Association arrived 
at an understanding last night and concluded 
to hold a conference of some sort this even- 
ing.

Before the 
gold excitement in California cattle sold at 
from 80 to 50 cents a head, the price being de- 
termined by the yicinity to the seaboard. 


The only income they brought to the 
owners was the amount pad for 
the hide, and scores of vessels

The 
price rose ata bound to $5 or $6 a head for 
mixed herds and $8 for beef steers, and the 
cattle trail during the nnn season was 
almost as crowded as a city highway. 
This was the heydey of the Texas 
men, and they reaped a rich harvest. 
I Know that I hailed with joy the news that 
came in 1870to the effect that the denizens of 
the Northern plains were§going to endeavor to 
start cattle ot their own. Nota man of 
us thought that by selli them stock cattle 
we were dealing a fatal blow to our own in- 
terestse. But so it proved. In 1870 the firat 
Wyoming ra were started. The winters 
did not prove as destructive as had been an- 
ticipated, the sundried s showed itself to 
be more nutritious than that of the Southern 
plains, and the railroads gave a ready access 
toa metropolitan market, With the comple- 
tion of the Kansas Pacific road in 1873 the 
Texas business began to decline, and has been 
on the down grade ever sines.

THE SAMANA GOT AWAY. 


HAYTIEN ‘COUNSEL TRIES TO PREVENT 
ANOTHER SHIP’S DEPARTURE. 


Collector Magone Befuses tq Interfere—The 
' BSamanate Be Loaded With Contraband 
Geeds at Sen- Beport ef Capt. Compton, 


New York, November 22.—OConsul-General 
E. D. Bassett of Hayti rushed into Collector 
Magone’s office in the Custom house yesterday 
afternoon and asked him to prevent the 
steamship Samana from leaving this port. 
The vessel had cleared éariler tn the day for 
Aux Cayes and other Haytien ports. She ar- 
rived here from Philadelpbia Monday night, 
aonsigned to B. O. liott, ship broker, and 
took a berth at the foot of Wall street. She is 
aemall fruiter of 843 tons and came over to 
this country from England two years ago to 
trade in fruit between Philadelphia and 
Jamaica. She took a general cargo, consist- 
ing largely of provisions, and when about 
ready for sea cleared at the Custom house in 
duc form. Capt. James of the Samana stated 
that he wae bound for Aux Cayes and Haytien 
ports, and was given permission to saii. 
Why should I stop the vesself“ asked Col- 
lector Magone. ‘‘Her clearance papers show 
that she has no contraband of war on board.’’ 

„„ know that, wes the reply, ‘*but we 
want her stopped anyhow, because she is 
going to heip the rebel forces in Hayti. As 
soon &s she gets clear of land she will be met 
by another vessel which has been loading 
arms and eamunition somewhere on Long 
Island Sound, and its contraband cargo will 
then be transferred to the Samana. 

Collector Magone asked for the name of the 
mysterious ship and the place where the cargo 
was put on board, but the Consul could give 
no information on this point. Collector 
Magone refused to interfere. ‘‘She has 
cleared in due form,’’ he said, ‘‘and sub- 
mitted the necessary papers as required by 
law, and as to her receiving a cargo of amuni- 
tion on the high seas, thatis none of my 
business. 

While all this was going on Capt. James 
ordered steam gotten up on the Samana, and 
shortly after 4 o’clock the vessel dropped 
down the bay. She had not passed Sandy 
Hook at midnight. 

MRS. COMPTON’S RETURN HOME. 

Among the passengers who arrived yester- 
day morning from St. Thomas, Danish West 
Indies, on the steamer Advance of the Brazil- 
lan Line was Mrs. D. T. Compton, a tall, 
slender woman about 35 years old. She is the 
wife of the commander of the American 
steamer Haytien Republic, recently seized by 
the Haytien authorities and confiscated as a 
blockade runner at Port-au-Prince. The 
captain was also fined $50,000. Mrs, Compton 
was permitted to leave Port-au-Prince in a 
small steamer plying between that port and 
St, Thomas. Her husband was held by the 
Haytien officials as a prisoner of war on board 
hisship. Capt. Compton had insisted upon 
his wife returning home. She was the bearer of 
aletter from her husband to Lord & Austin, 
owners of the Haytien Republic. Mr.Lord was 


seen at his office yesterday by a reporter. The 
bead of the large — 2 firm was evidently 
pleased with his captain’s report, which gives 
a detailed account of his trip from the time of 
Ms departure from this port, October 4, until 
captured at Port-au-Prince. The report is as 
follows: 

After discharging our cargo and mall at 
Mirigone we left for Jacmel, where we ar- 
rived October 19%. Here we discharged cargo 
and mail and left for St. Marc, arriving there 
October 20 at 5:30p.m. Then, when inside 
the harbor, and the pilot boat coming off, we 
sighted a steamer off Devil's Point, seven 
miles away totbe northward and westward. 
The pilot informed me that it was a Haytien 
gunboat trying to blockade the port. I went 
at once to the American Consul, who informed 
me that he knew nothing of a blockade of the 
port of St. Marc, and that he had lately re- 
ceived letters from the American Minister at 
Port-au-Prince, in which there was no men- 
tion of a blockade of Haytien ports. 


CAPTURED. 

J left St. Mare at daylight October A with 
the American flag flying. hen well outside 
the bar the Desseimas fired ashot across our 
bows and we were boarded by an officer with 
the message thathis commander wished to 
see me on board. I refused to leave my ship,

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BUDELY SHOCKED. 


Brooks’ Speech in the 
Congress at Buffalo. 


Burra.o, N. T., November 22.—Some mem- 
bers of the Church Congress yestercay were 
rather rudely shocked by the very vigorous 
protests of the Rev. Arthur Brooks of the 
Church of the Incarnation, New York, as he 
opened the discussion on papers read on the 
subject: ‘‘The Relation of Colleges and Uni- 
versities.’" Among others who had spoken 
aud had regretted the lack of interest among 
churchmen in church educational institutions 
were President Bodine of Kenyon Col- 


lege, . Gambier, O. and President Pot 
ter of Hobart College, Geneva. The 
latter wondered at Episcopal men 
of wealth who gave tothe non-sectarian col 
leges and forgot their own church institu- 
tions. But Mr. Brooks woke up the audience 
by saying that the ideal college is one that is 
controlled by the church, but the colleges 
must be open to men who say daring things. 
It is better to have this kind of men inside 
than outside the college. The faculty should 
not tell a man that he must go Out as soon as 
he begins to think. [Applause.] He did not 
like the idea of sectarian colleges narrowed 
down to too ne a point. If, said he, the 
Episcopal Ohure fence itself off, you 
must expect the Presbyterians to do 
the same, and so on. I don’t ore to 
our boys going to other colleges. I believe 
the other churches have made such great suc- 
cesses of their colleges because their churches 
wore less well organized than we. I believe 
in episcopacy as episcopacy, but not in run-

A NEW ASIATIC ARRIVAL. 


RELIGIOUS CONFLICT WAGED OVER A 
NEW-BORN SYRIAN BABY. 


Strife Between Sects—An Arab Colony and 
the Trouble It Has Occasioned in Church 
Circles—Asiatic Immigrants and How 
They Live—A Woung Chief-A Queer 


NYONE who chanced to 
visit the tenement house 
No. 6514 South Second 
street at any time dur- 
ing the past six days 
would have been able to 


observe a type of civill- 

zation as remote as it is 

possible to imagine from 

that of the ordinary,every- 

day nineteenth century 

style as itis easily possi- 

dle to imagine. The house 

in question presents no 

feature which to a casual observer would dis- 

tinguish it from its neighbors, but as a matter 

of fact the denizens present as remarkable a 

study in a linguistic vein as can be found even 
in a metropolis of the size of St. Louis. 
A MIXTURE OF NATIONALITIES. 

Nearly every known language, and several 
commonly classed as barbarous, is spoken 
by those who live tn the forty rooms included 
in the long, low tenement building which is 
concealed behind the small shoe store which 
faces on the street, and prob- 
ably the only man who would 
be ata loss to make himself understood on 
the premises would be one who was 4ac- 
quainted with English alone. French, Italian, 
Spanish, German, Bohemian, Hungarian, 
Russian and Arabian are all spoken as their 
mother tongue by dwellers under one com- 
mon roof, butthe nearest approach to English 
intelligibie to any of the inhabitants 
of the crowded house was a very rich and

A PosT-DISPaATCa reporter made a visit this 
morning to the house in which the Arab tribe 
made its home, and after diligent 
search discovered the chamber in which the 
chief made his home and obtained admission. 
The room is about 12x14 feet in size, simply 
furnished with four chairs, a large, low bed 
covered by a pile of dirty bdiankets 
and calico comforts, and a three- 
legged Franklin stove. Three persons 
inhabited it, the father, the mother and the 
child concerning which the religious war had 
arisen. In attendance on his chief was a tall 
truculent-looking Arab, his bead enveloped 
by a dirty turban, a di scarf 
around his waist and clad 
in slippers with curves pointed toes. 
Guiseppe himself, for so the chief gave his 
surname, having received it from the Leyant- 
ine traders, and retaining the title of Benani 
alone as his pative omen, wasa bright,
